A Sioux Warrior'* Diary. 


Among 
the 
interesting relics 
brought back by gentlemen con- 
nected with General Crook's recent 
expedition against hostile Indians, 
and found in the village of Crazy 
Horse, after it was abondoned by the 
band, and previous to its destruction 
by General Crook's soldiers, was a 
book full of curious dra-vings.which 
appear to be the military record, ex- 
pressed in picture form, of some one 
of the young warriors belonging to 
the Indian band. We have seen the 
book, which contains many sketches, J^of IbTa! 
remarkable for bold delineation and Ninth street. 
truthfulness to nature, bearing in 
mind, of course, that the same is the 
work 
of 
an untutored 
Indian 
artist. The picture represent attacks 
on American wagon trains, parties 
traveling along the highway. In a 
few instances female figures occur. 
Tha victims aro pictured as being 
scalped, shot with rifles and arrows, 
and stabbed with lances. In some 
of the pictures the parties attacked 
are Indians of other tribes, Crows 
and Pawnees being especially no- 
ticeable. Nearly all the scenes are 
painted in bright colors; the blue 
uniforms of the murdered soldiers 
and the red trappings of the Sioux 
braves are especially vivid. It is 
quite certain that every scene so 
C 
' 'ured was an actual occurrence, 


warrior to whom this book be- 


longed has a verv sanguinary record 
if that is true. The book itself ap- 
pears to have been an account book 
that was stolen from some post- 
trader. It bears date 1869.—Omaxa 
Republican.

Tie Wrecked Ffafc. 


It will be remembered that some 


two or three roars ago a car-load of 
fish and fish eggs, destined for Cali- 
fornia, was precipitated into the Elk- 
horn river and lost. The following, 
from a Nebraska paper, indicates that 
a portion of the cargo has been heard 
from: 


The time i» not fa*' distant when 


Missouri river salmon will supplant 
the everlasting catfish. At Platts- 
month, Nebraska, on Tuesday, some 
fishermen hauled a seine in the 
Missouri, and among the fish taken 
were a large number of salmon, from 
six to eighteen inches long. The 
younger salmon they threw into the 
river again. These fish, it is believed, 
came from Elkhorn river, where, it 
will be remembered, Seth Green, 
the celebrated Bochester piscicul- 
turist, had a car-load of live fish 
dumped into the water at the time of 
the Union Pacific bridge accident, 
some two years ago. So it will be 
seen that the accident is proving a 
benefit to Nebraska, and it demon- 
strates the fact that salmon will 
flourish in our streams, muddy as 
they are.

SALARY WARRANTS. 


Superintendent Campbell offered 


and recommended the passage of a 
standing resolution to the effect that 
the President and Secretary be au- 
thorized to sign the warrants for the 
current monthly expenses of tbe De- 
partment for each and every month, 
so soon as the reports for the month 
are duly on file in the office of the 
Superintendent, and report such 
action at the next meeting there- 
after. 


Mr. Kellogg moved the adoption 


of the resolution, on the ground that 
the same course is pursued in regard 
to the payment of salaries by the 
passage of a special resolution each 
month, aud these demands do not go 
before the Finance Committee. 


Superintendent Campbell read 


from the organic Act showing the 
authority of the Boar4 in the prem 
ises. 


Mr. Alexander said the salaries of 


the teachers came more in the form 
of a contract than that of an ordinary 
bill against the Department, and be 
thought that when their work was 
done the teachers were entitled to 
their salaries. 


Mr. Shanklin remarked that the 


salary bills are excepted by law from 
the action of the Finance Commit- 
tee. 


President Cole said he had always 


been opposed to any movement ol 
the kind. The rules require tho ayes 
and noes on all matters of expendi- 
ture, and it looked like putting too 
much responsibility on and trust in 
the President and Secretary. 


Superintendent Campbell did not 


feel that way about it, as the same 
thing is done by special resolution 
anyway. 
Mr. Shanklin thought the rule 


adopted by the City Council would 
be a good one in the Board of Edu- 
cation, that is, to act upon these 
matters at the meeting next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the month. 
The only trouble would be that a 
deficit might occur. 


Mr. Alexander—But the teachers 


would be entitled to their warrants, 
all the same. 


Superintendent Campbell called 


attention to the fact that the Board 
had, at one time, laid itself open to 
criticism by its action in regard to 
•alary bills, by adjourning and then 
corning back and passing a resolution 
similar in character to the one now 
before the Board. 


President Cole remarked that thai 


criticism was wrong, however, as it 
stated-that the members^got into the 
street and then returned and passed 
the resolution. 


[A slight but very natural mistake, 


on the rjart of the worthy President. 
The incident occurred on the even- 
ing of the 18th of January hut, and 
the TKCBUKX of the next day said 
"After adjournment [which was for 
two weeeksj the members retiree 
from the room. Our reporter gath- 
ered up his notes and made for the 
door, where he was astonished to 
meet the member* of the Board 


and prior to the informal meeting 
at which the salary bills were passed 
upon.—REP.] 
On calling the roll the resolution 


was lost—aye, Mr. Kellogg; noes, 
Messrs. Alexander, Oole, Shanklin 
and Swett. 
President Cole, not hearing the 


low tones used in voting, and being 
informed that the vote stood "four 
to one," became somewhat alarmed, 
but on being informed that the four 
votes were against the resolution, 
he smole a smile that might be 
likened unto the radiation of some 
lofty peak of the Sierra that rears 
its snowy cap high into the upper 
ether as if to meet the sun, and then 
he said, so soft and low that one 
might deem him humming some 
half-forgotten air: 
Perhaps the 


members had better attend the lec- 
ture on "The Cultivation of the 
Hjman Voice!" [Laughter.] And 
then the Board adjourned for two 
weeks. 


Work on the Bar. 


Ball's dredge is anchored on the 


Bar, and as it is not in operation the 
idea has gone out that something is 
the matter. 
They are merely wait- 


ing for a steam tug and one will be 
on hand to-morrow morning. Mr. 
Ball's contract calls for the removal 
of 100,000 cnbio yards of earth. 
This will open a channel six thou- 
sand feet long, seventy-five feet wide 
and nine feet deep, at low water, 
which will be a widening of the one 
now in use. 
As there are a couple 


of hundred sailing crafts entering 
the Oakland harbor every month, 
care is taken not 
to 
obstruct 


the present channel. 
The dredg- 


ing 
machine 
can 
load 
about 


twenty scows a day, each containing 
100 yards of earth, so that the pres- 
ent Job can ba completed in fifty 
working days if the machine is run 
at its full capacity without any in- 
terruption. It is expected that the 
removal of about 50,000 yards in ad- 
dition to the quantity contracted for 
will be necessary, and if there are 
sufficient funds, it will be ordered.

Suicide of an Alameda Ranchman. 


Henry Trembly, for many years a 


well-to-do rancli man and stock raiser 
in this county, committed suicide in 
San Francisco yesterday by shoot- 
ing himself through the brain.

ouse on Shotwell street, near Twen- 


tieth, San Francisco, where they re- 
sided up to about two weeks ago.

Trembly have been on unfriendly 
terms, owing to the former suspect- 
ing an improper intimacy between 
his wife and his son Fiank. He 
charged her with the crime, and 
threatened her life, so that, for pro- 
tection, she left their home and went 
to live with her father, on Treat 
avenue, takiig their child, the only 
fruit of their union, with her. The 
separation from his child, a little 
girl six years of age, was apparently 
more than he could bear, and he 
perfected a plan to kill his wife and 
daughter before taking his own life, 
but abandoned the project and went 
alone.

San Francisco Sea Wall. 


The State Harbor Coininissionprs 


.ately appointed a Board of En- 
gineers to consult with the engineer 
of the sea wall, T. J. Arnold, Esq , 
and recommend a proper lino for fu- 
ture improvements.

3. Engineer Corps, Professor George 
Davidson, of the U. S. Coast Survey, 
and Rear Admiral John Bodgors, U.
